Flghteen Tudians Carvied Over the Fulls of
ihe Yellowstone Hiver—-The Whoele Party

Meet with Tustant Death.

A correspondent of the Ilelena (Montlar
Territory) Herald, writing from the Old Militia
Camyp, on the Yellowstone river, under dote of
May 11, telis the [ollowing terrible story:—

A purty composed of Jules Farrar, Plerre
Bernard. Tke Heodges, Georre Henden, a Crow
indian, and the undersigned, lefi this place on
tbe 18th of March, for a trip to the almost
anknown falls of the Yellowstone.

On the 2d of April, about 10 A. M., we halted
al the basc of some foot=hills, there being some
givne of wold, and commenced slnking a hole.
We had not proceeded long with our work be-
fore we were startled by secing our Crow Indian
ronuing swiftly townrds ns. He reported a
small band of Indians, known as Sheep-eaters,
distant about four miles alove, and In the same
caion, We lelt wo ereat noeasiness, howevor,
kunowing full well that, with our improved fire-
urms, wa would be enabled to overcowe lifvy of
the sneakinge red dovils.

The same night our pack-horses, tl in
mmber, were run oft by the “'Sheep-ealgrs:" we
started in pursuit betore daylight, and the sun
wik not more than fifteen minuates high when
we struchi Lbelr trail. From the appearance of
the same, it was evideut that they had al least
four hours the startof ns. Upon questioning
our guide we ascertained that the valley we
were in, ond which their trall followed, was
bordercd au both sldes by precipitons moun-
taiue, and there was no poszible mode of egress
save by the upper end ol the valley, which
opened to the Yellowstone but a short distance
nhove one of the falls,

No sooper was this information elicited than
away we sped In pursult. After nearly three
hours' sharp riding we came upon the band, and
in such a1 masner as to causeé us Eolne sarprise,
abonr midway in the stream, where could be
seen o hastily constructed raft, composed of
driftwood juined together Uy thongs made of
buckskin aud buffalo robes. Upon this strange
cralt were seen in the centre thirteen bray
while five squaws were « ying to paddle @
unwlicldy erall to the opposite shore, with pieces
of bork as substitotes for paddles. Our pack
horses wore in the river, as alst were the Indian
ponies, Fourofl Lthe lntter reached the opposite
Sl 4,

This strange sight bursting opon our view
rendered ug, for the time being, incapable of
action. At a pglance we could seée that they
were gradually going down stream, despite the
efforts of the squnwe, and although our senses
for the moument forsook us, the sharp crack of a
rifle and the yell of a “Sheep-eater”told that the
cquanimity of our Crow pgaide was well pre.
served, At this juncture Plerre Bernard shouted
out, “For God's enke, bove, doe't wurder them;
they are bound W go over the falls.” We
looked, snd a sight met our paze which was
fearfully impressive.

The raft having Leen caught in an eddy, not a
vestige of It wns to be egen, It having sunk
geveral ifuches below the surface, and the
indinns teemed to be ke <o mary woird spirits
floating on the rushing waters. One ol the
Indians rese, and bending his bow shot our
Crow through the arm. The shot was returned,
and agaio a vell of pain was heard proceeding
from a *‘Sheep-eater.” Daernard then told the
Crow, in bis own dialect, to stop firing, but he
pald no attention to the command. Agaln he
raised his rifle, but a lariat skilfully thrown by
Pierre held him ‘ast. The scene now presented
was one which those who witnessed will not for-
get to their dying day.

The mid-channel in which they were now
swiltly gliding down seemed to by clear of ob-
e#tructions. while on elther side jagred rocks
pecred our from the foaming water. When
about fifty yards below where we were standing,
an old lodinn arose and stood erect in the centre
of a circle of braves, He spoke a few words,
turned his face towards the sun, and seemingiy
bade it farewell; then, wrapping his robe around
him, he eat down. The syuaws immediately
flung thelr plecee of bark Into the river, threw
themselves on the submerged raft, and com-
menced l.ullim.: out their long tresses, in the
meanwhile screaming and howling more like
demons than hnmau belngs.

Indians seated in the clrele shook hands, and
then cemmenced wailing their always mourn-
ful death-song. Nearer, nearer they approached
the fearful abyss; still not & movement was per-
eeptible on the part of the braves. They sat as
immovable as statues, and did not gquake with
fear &t the nearapproach of the King of Terrors,
As they ehot swiltly down the stream, our party
instlucaively raised our hats while looking at
them, and [ doubt If there was one, except the
Crow, who did not show slgns of visible emo-
tion

How slogular, waa it not? Before us were
eur enemies, who but a short time ago we would
bave gladly killed in a fight, but now whose
pear approach to death touches our very hearts
with mingled feelings of tenderness, sorrow,
and pity. A few moments, aud wonderful to
state, the raft, witbout losing a single plece,
goes intact, with Its freight of life, over the
awiul brink and luto the mouth of death.

We turn from the spol with indeseribable
feelinge, As we take our last look at the
trenchierous strenm, where elghteen mortals
passed from life to death, we dlscern hoverlng
over the fatal precipice two large eagles, whose
gcreams rekound above the nolse of the waters.
The roar of the eataract and the eagles' sereams
Fl_“ hat a 0t requiem for these departed red chil-
dren.

He takesa
acep Interest in the Dlackfeet nation—to which
these tribes helong—aealled by themselves People of
the Dlains. lle has reduced their language to
writipg, and had the Dible nod other books printed
init. Deing thus [dentified with them, na their
friend, his testimony relating to the blow struck
the Plegans lagl winter @ woithy of consideration,
Al who escaped ot that time went directly to the
principal Blackfeet camp on Belly river, north of
our line, where the priest was., He took pains to
sLeertain exactly who of them were Killed, ile
knows them all Ly name, Yon will gee that hus
report differs  somewhat from that of the
Indiun Agent, The latter says that of the
178 we kilied, only 08—except mere children—were
males, and most of them were elther too old or tog
young for warrlors, Father Devereanx says thot
there were in the camp one handred and thirty-two
warriors, of whom ninety-six were killed and thirty-
EIX escaped, The pgent states that the camp had
been stricken with smallpox, and that the deaths
were then five or six daily, Father Devereaux says
tbat no death from smallpoX had oconrred in the
camp, and that it 14 not appear amoug the refa-
gevg until four days after they reached Belly river.
It is Father DevereauXx's opinfon that the effect of
this blow upon the Plegans (8 salutary, and that it
prevented serlous trouble this spring. Ile says the
young wen of the Plegans Intended plandering and
killing, Older chiefs had tried in vain to control
them, Those chiefs lost anthority and fell into con-
tempt,.  The success of onr arms has changed all
that, e says, moreover, that the men killed were
those who had caused the trouble,

Denth of Nathuniel Wiills.

This venerable gentleman, the father of the
Jate N. P. Willis, and the celebrated American
“Faopny Fern,” died in Clucinnati on Mouday at
the advanced age of ninety years. In the year
1500 Mr. Willis established the Easlern Argus in
Portland, Maine: sold it some years afterward,
and edited in 1516 the Boston Recorder, o reli-
gious paper of a high moral standard. Mr.
Willis was connected with several other papers
and periodicals during his long carcer. He was
universally respected for his kind and gentle
manners, and his unassuming deportment won
him many friends.

An Illinols Madstone.

A correspondent of the Caglinyille (I1L) De-
mocrafl sends Lo that paper an account of the
madstone owned by Mr. Tribble, of PPiasa, in
this State. This stone 18 akout four inches long,
and about three-quarters of an Inch through,
and tapers to a point.

After
it bas fallen off iL I8 soaked in salt and water,
and applied again. The stone is valuable, the
owner having refused $1000 for it.

The paper isnot lurnished by the Governmeut,
but may be purchased in market wherever the
person wishing the stamps chiooses Lo buy it It
is the purpese of the Commissioner to approve
sfamps of other denominatious Lo be imprinted
in the same way, to meet the domnnnd of (he
public. By this means persons dolog business
remote from New York may have their cheeks,
drafts, ete., printed at home at their local pring
ing ofitce, and the public who use Lhe same may
be saved Lhe treubie of aflixing adhesive stamps
thercto.
